SEPARATELY 


McNamara Brothers and Me- 
Manigal Landed In Jail 


EXTRA GUARDS OVER THEM 


Crowds Gather to Get Glimpse of Men 
Accused of Being Concerned in 
Biowing Up of Times Building, but 
No Feeling is Displayed For or 
Against Them—Men indicted as 
Purchasers of Dynamite Not Caught 


Los Angeles, Cal., April 27.—John 
J. McNamara, secretary of the Inter- 
national Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers’ association; his brother, 
James B. McNamara, and Ortie F. 
McManigal, accused of activity in, or 
knowledge of the blowing up of The 
Times newspaper plant last October, 
when twenty-one men were killed, 
are in the Los Angeles jail. All three 
are charged with murder. 

Their arrival in irons from  iIn- 
dianapolis and Chicago signalizes the 
beginning of a desperate legal strug- 
gle. Thus far, however, no definite 
arrangements have been made for their 
defense. 

The alleged conspirators arrived at 
the jail from Pasadena in automo- 
biles after running through two crowds 
which, in their eagerness to get a 
glimpse of the prisoners, bore down 
more than a score of detectives and 
deputy sheriffs. 

At no time was there evident the 
least sign of anger on the part of the 
crowds, or of a disposition to justify 
the apparent fear of the officers that 
an attempt might be made to rescue 
the prisoners. 

During the trip from Dodge City, 
Kan., where John J. McNamara 
boarded the train that bore his broth- 
er and McManigal, the three men 
were kept in separate compartments. 
They were kept separated on the way 
from suburban stations to the jail and 
then locked in separate cells. 

Extra guards have been posted in 
the county jail by Sheriff Hammel, 
both in the corridors of the prison and 
surrounding the building. Hammel 
has arranged for an alarm bell to be 
placed in a room in the jail occupied 
by four officers constantly on duty. 
Two other deputy sheriffs will watch 
directly over James McNamara and 
McManigal, who will be locked up 
near each other, and a third will keep 
guard day and night over John J. Mc- 
Namara, in another part of the prison. 

Mrs. H. D. Ingersoll and one or 
two other witnesses from San Fran- 
cisco are here to testify whether they 
believe James McNamara is the 
“James B. Bryce’ whom they knew 
in San Francisco and as one of the 
purchasers of the dynamite used in 
Los Angeles. : 

.#Bryce” is under grand jury indict- 
ment charged with the murder of 
twenty-one men who lost their lives 
in the destruction of The Times plant. 
Much depends upon whether McNa- 
mara is identified as “Bryce.” 

David Caplan and “Cocky” Schmidt, 
indicted with “Bryce” as purchasers of 
the dynamite, are still at large. 

Joe Harriman of Los Angeles, form- 
erly a candidate for vice president on 
the Socialist ticket, and O. M. Hilton 
of counsel for the Western Federation 
of Miners in Denver, have been re- 
tained by the--local union men_ to 
represent the alleged dynamiters. 

Indianapolis, April 24.—After sev- 
eral months of investigation, directed 
by William J. Burns, a private de- 
tective, John J. MeNamara, interna- 
tional secretary of the Bridge. and 
Structural [ron Workers of America, 
the headquarters of which are in In- 
dianapolis, was arrested here, charged 
with complicity in the dynamiting ot 
the Los Angeles Times Oct. 1, 1910, 
which cost twenty-one lives, and the 
plant of the Llewellyn Iron Works in 
Los Angeles. 

Four hours after McNamara was ar- 
rested, detectives found two quarts of 
nitro-glycerine and seventeen sticks 
of dynamite in a barn three-quarters 
of a mile west of Indianapolis. The 
barn, the detectives say, was rented 
by McNamara from T. H. Jones, the 
owner. 

A later investigation of the offices 
of the union disclosed in a storeroom 
in the basement of the building, sixty- 
four sticks (about sixty pounds) of 
dynamite, 200. feet of fuse, 500 dyna- 
mite caps, one dozen small alarm 
clocks and a leather case made to 
carry a ten-pound can of nitro-glycer- 
ine.

“Two-number” Toll Calls 


Various reductions in rates or ex- 
tensions of talking periods’ are an- 
nounced by the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company in 
connection with a change in the 
— of handling short-haul toll 
calls, 


After May 1 toll calls to most 
points within 15 miles of any ex- 
change will be handled by what is 
known as the “two-number no-delay 
method.” This obviates the neces- 
sity of referring the call to the toll 
operator and the somewhat cumber- 
some process of eng oe ask a lot 
of questions, such as “Whom do you 
wish to speak to?” “If Mr, So-and- 
So is out will you talk to anyone 
else?” “Who will speak at your tele- 
phone?” and so on. 


Under the old method of operating 
these questions were unavoidable be- 
cause the answers were being jotted 
down by a recording clerk who in 
turn sent the slip containing these 
directions to the toll operator. Nat- 
urally this process consumed a good 
deal of valuable time, and time is a 
very important consideration in the 
transaction of business affairs in this 
swiftly-moving country. 


After carefully observing the re- 

sults throughout the territory for 
slightly shorter distances the tele- 
phone people concluded they could 
handle calls up to and including 15 
miles just as local calls are now 
handled, that is, by number, Instead 
of calling for some particular person, 
therefore, and being subjected to the 
exhaustive cross-examination of the 
toll recording operator, the caller 
must ask the local operator for the 
number he desires and then hold the 
receiver to his ear until the person 
at the other end responds. 
_ In some places the work of supply- 
ing the necessary extra cable will not 
have been completed in time to per- 
mit the operation of. this No-Delay 
System on May 1, but will be put 
into effect as soon as_ possible. 

Under the old plan, one could call 
for a particular party and be charged 
a reduced rate if this party were not 
on hand to answer. This practice 
will be abandoned under the new 
system of handling toll calls whose 
radius is not more than 15 miles 
from the calling exchange. All calls 
will have to be made by number, but 
if for any reason the number desired 
does not. answer there will be no 
charge for the call. mee 

Wherever this new plan has been 
tried it is said to have given great 
satisfaction to subscribers, inasmuch 
as connections are made in less than 
one tenth the time consumed in the 
old toll routine. 

After carefully tabulating calls cov- 
ering extended periods, the telephone 
people found that of what are known 
as “particular party calls,” in other 
words calls for a designated person, 
in 89 per cent of the cases the party 
wanted was found at the other end 
of the line or within easy reach, 
while in an additional six per cent of 
particular party calls the call was 
completed to some other perees as 
a satisfactory substitute. It is cal- 
culated from this ratio, therefore, 
that even the comparatively smal 
number of particular pre calls 
would benefit by the changes an- 
nounced, while on toll calls as a 
whole there would be a decided re- 
duction in cost as well as an increase 
in efficiency. : 

It is said by those conversant with 
the matter that it will not be long 
before this “two-number” system of 
handling toll calls will be extended 
to apply between points 40 to 50 
miles distant, and even between such 
places as Boston and New York, 
where there is a heavy toll traffic. 

Points in this locality favorably af- 
fected by a reduction in rate from 15 
to ro cents or an extension of the 
three-minute period to five minutes 
are as follows:

A Doubtful Getting Together 


The satisfaction expressed by some 
newspapers over the getting together 
of the Republicans in the Legisla-~ 
ture is hardly justified by the daily 
occurrences in that body. It is true 
that all the power the organization 
has, all that individuals with political 
ambitions have, all that men who 
would occupy prominent places in 
the next House have, all together 
combined have been successful in 
bringing about the choice of a candi- 
date for Secretary of State “without 
a compromise,” but that is a pretty 
empty result when judged in com- 
parison with the many other inci- 
dents coming day after day to show 
the incapacity of the men who are 
directing affairs on Beacon Hill to 
make a success of the present session 
of the General Court. 

No more lamentable position could 
possibly exist than that in which the 
two members from Brookline find 
themselves combatants almost every 
day, either by word or by manner, 
or by action. That they are candi- 
dates for the same office is the mis- 
fortune of the Commonwealth, but 
one could wish that it might be a 
misfortune not to come until the 
Commonwealth was obliged to have 
one or the other of them as Gov- 
ernor, without having it spread over 
the entire session of the present 
Legislature. Both are proving that 
neither is fit for the high office to 
which they aspire, and in that they 
are perhaps doing a public service, 
but in these days when the big noise 
counts, or the big bluff, or the big 
fake, it is too much to expect that 
one or both of them will not be 
pretty serious factors in the coming 
fight. Meanwhile the Republicans 
might just as well understand first 
as last that the man who is occupy- 
ing the Governor’s chair at the pres- 
ent time is coming much nearer to 
making good than many people had 
believed he would, 


The expected -has happened in the 
election of Mr. Langtry,to the posi- 
tion of Secretary of State, but not 
without a series. of incidents which 
cannot fail to make considerable dis- 
turbance in the already badly racked 
Republican organization. It was not 
a wise election. The solution of the 
entire problem was contained in the 
suggestion that one should be chosen 
who would simply be a “filler in” 
from now until the next election, and 
as far as the duties of the office are 
concerned, practically any man of re- 
spectability would have filled the po- 
sition. Mr. Langtry’s troubles have 
just begun. He will be weaker be- 


fore the people, if the matter comes, 


to a question of direct nominations, 
than he would otherwise have been 


had he declined in the face of a con- 


test and taken the same position that 
one of the other candidates did, ex- 
pressing a willingness to stand for 
the office and leave the people as the 
ones to settle the question. He will 
gain no prestige from his eight 
months’ holding of the position, He 
has already suffered seriously —be- 
cause of the bad feeling that must 
follow a nomination that represents 
a bare majority of the voters in at- 
tendance, and not a majority of the 
Republicans in the House, If his 
itching for office is satisfied by 
this election, we fear it is a satisfac- 
tion that will be short lived in the 
light of what is likely to come as a 
future event on election day.

Those who have had the good for- 
tune to enjoy the company of Alex- 
ander MacGregor, a member of the 
firm of Houghton, Dutton & Com- 
pany in Boston, are delighted to see 
that the semi-public position he has 
taken for the last few months has 
had for its purpose his grooming to 
succeed Walter S. Glidden as a mem- 
ber of the Governor’s Council. Those 
who are well informed have expected 
something of this sort, and the an- 
nouncement this, week that he is be- 
ing “urged to run,” marked the sec- 
ond step in naming him for this 
position. Irrespective of the manner 
in which this suggestion is brought 
to the attention of the people, those 
who know Mr. MacGregor will be de- 
lighted to learn that the Common- 
wealth is to have the benefit of his 
services, for he is not only one of 
the most genial and attractive men 
whom one can meet, but he is also 
well equipped as a business man, as 
a student of public questions, as one 
who understands public service, to 
ably fill this position. We can al- 
most wish that Andover were still 
in the Councillor District with 
Malden, that there could be an op- 
portunity to vote for Mr. MacGregor.

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The Week’s Fire Scares 


The customary and unavoidable 
spring cleaning and destroying. of 
rubbish that has accummulated dur- 
ing the past months has been respon- 
sible for keeping the fire department 
on the qui vive the best part of the 
week.

|The teams made the trip, however, 
only to start for home immediately 
upon arriving. 

An hour later, someone else de- 
cided that a little more grass needed 
burning, and Abbott Village had a 
taste of the fire scare. Nothing but 
a scare resulted, however. 

Thursday also had its quota of fires, 
for the department was summoned 
in the morning to Foster’s pond, 
where a brush fire was threatening. 

In the early afternoon an alarm 
rung in from one of the new boxes, 
No. 22, at Carter’s Corner, called the 
men to Brooks F, Holt’s place, where 
still another brush fire was in prog-

“They Shall Run and not Be Weary” 


When the slow failure of our 
powers moves on with the falling of 
the years, the prophet Isaiah’s mes- 
sage comes with new comfort. To- 
day we seem to stand near the thres- 
hold of the inner world, watching the 
halting footsteps of our beloved, as 
they turn to us their parting glance, 
before the veil is drawn again across 
the vision of the light beyond. When 
the word came Wednesday morning, 
that we would no more walk with tire- 
less feet, as in the old days, over our 
beloved Andover hills, with the 
friend who had passed to eternal 
youth, the first thought was of her 
joy that a life of new activity, more 
intense than any she had ever known 
here lay all’ before her. 

At the very last moment of her 
groping consciousness, she felt the 
joy of a great inheritance, and her 
last word to me was of her plans to 
help others upward and onward. It 
was her ruling motive and her work 
for us has only just begun in a new 
and surer way. 

Like her mother in her perennial 
interest in the needy with a less 
gentle leading, her hand was always 
held out strong and steady, her sound 
judgment ready for our emergency. 
With a keen joy in differing as to 
externals in the real things we all 
felt at one with her. It is too soon 
to realize what we will miss because 
her journey is accomplished first, but 
a little sketch of the range of her 
activity I can give and others can tell 
what she has been to them in her 
complete work. 

Born in Crown Point, N. Y., the 
eldest child of the late Almon Clark 
and Susan Wilcox, of the best of 
Connecticut. stock of pioneers to 
North New England early, she was 
cut off from the opportunity given 
those nearer the older settlements for 
early training in preparatory schools. 
Over seventy years ago before the 
railroad had supplanted the canal she 
had to do all for herself, and at Ames- 
bury, Mass., the next home, handicraft 
to help the family income in early 
girlhood, led to strenuous efforts to 
fit for a higher education. Fortu- 
nately for girls of her day, Mary 
Lyon and Holyoke Seminary, under 
a new system that fitted women for 
home making as well as brain build- 
ing and self culture, so called, began 
the work now taken up in course in 
our best equipped colleges today. 
Native ability, the inherited talents 
from ancestors of “faculty” gave her 
a high place at Hadley school. Frye 
Village, Andover, was her first field 
as a teacher. Fort Wayne, Ind., 
Claremont, N. H., took years of stuc- 
cessful work, and ‘won. life long 
friends. Her love of botanical study 
made Claremont a delight to her. 
When her cousin, adopted as a sister, 
needed her help in the millinery busi- 
ness at Andover, she lent a hand, 
earned the half house for her parents, 
where her younger sister, Mrs. Ella 
Lang, of Fort Wayne, Ind., grew to 
maturity, and as a bride went to 
make a home in the Lake Country. 
With the marriage of ther cousin, 
Isabel Taylor, to the late James 
Murray, whose songs bought the 


other half house, Miss Clark won a 
brother who in his gratitude for her 
tender regard and aid in many a 
mental emergency told me once our 
friend was one in whom he had ab- 
solute trust, for she never betrayed 


ademy during the thirteen active 
years of her administration, As ex- 
ecutive, as teacher, as counselor, as 
friend, she has invariably shown, both 
in the public and private relations 
and activities of the Academy, such 
wisdom, firmness, patience and char- 
ity, that the Trustees have relied up- 
on her with the utmost confidence, 


During these thirteen years in 
which she has been its Principal, the 
Academy has made marked and grati- 
fying progress. The commodious 
McKeen Memorial Building, with its 
spacious Davis Hall, has been erected 
and equipped. The attractive John- 
Esther Gallery has been built and 
filled. Abbot Hall, our oldest build- 
ing, has been remodelled and fitted 
up with admirable laboratories, so 
that it is now not only one of our 
most beautiful, but one of our most 
useful buidings. Smith Hall has been 
taken down. The Morton House has 
been purchased, the Davis House 
moved: and both have been made 
into comely dwellings. Steam has 
been brought to the buildings from 
the central plant, extensive improve- 
ments have been made in Draper 
Hall and the grounds have been 
greatly beautified, 

Meantime, the scholarship funds 
have been doubled, the general en- 
dowment has been increased, athletics 
have been developed and the Faculty 
has been enlarged. 

But better than all this, Miss Means 
has steadily and amply maintained 
those high standards of scholarship, 
of culture, of womanly character and 
of Christian faith, which have strong- 
ly marked Abbot Academy during 
more than three quarters of a century. 

The period of Miss Means’ prin- 
cipalship will long abide as one of 
the brightest in the history of the 
school. 

The Trustees recognize that Miss 
Means has richly earned the relief 
from exacting cares which she has 
long desired, but it is with keen re- 
gret that they part with her as Prin- 
cipal; and she will take with her at 
the close of her work, the best wishes, 
the hearty gratitude and the deep re- 
spect of every Trustee.” 


a confidence—or failed to come with 
aid at need, a feminine “Great-Heart.” 
It was the way we all felt towards 
her. 

When Wellesley needed pioneer 
work, Hadley put forward her best 
helper, and the college annals alone 
give the result of her twenty-five 
years of effort. Though she began as 
a teacher of Latin, her best work 
was done as a Biblical instructor, 
where she took high rank. After col- 
lege life was planned for a limited 
number of students, her management 
of supplies and service was the ad- 
mirdtion of the Trustees. She would 
have been an ideal head- for our 
“Home for the Aged,” but we were 
too tardy with its equipment. Her 
broad outlook and activity in the 
world’s mission work is well known. 
Isolated Pitcairns’ Island, India’s 
women and children, the call of the 
South, and since her retirement from 
college work, the growing interest 
in the needs of Andover in all the 
good work calling for woman’s ex- 
perience, made life a thing to be de- 
sired to the very end. One of my 
last good talks with her was over a 
plan, to interest all classes to study 
the English Bible as a great classic, 


leaving it to make its own way as 
the Divine Word to all hearts to in- 
sure higher motives in daily living. 
A song that James Murray while still 
a young man wrote in 1876 which 
pleased his friend, George Root, and 
which I have copied in full for many 
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Golden Anniversaries, the “Song of 
the Wayfarers,” represents an aged 
couple near the end of their earthly 
journey. Some items lingered in my 
friend’s thought as well fitted to all 
past middle life, 
“We've lost the flowers we gathered 
So early in the morn, 
And on we go with empty hands, 
And garments soiled and worn, 
But oh! the dear All Father, 
Will out to meet us come, 
And: fairer flowers and whiter robes, 
There wait for us at home. 


Art cold, my love, and famished? 
Art faint and sore athirst? 

Be patient yet a little while 
And joyous as at first. 

For, oh! the sun’ sets never, 
Within that land of bloom,

Getting an Education 


The boy entering as a worker in a 
factory at fourteen years of age, after 
receiving his diploma from the gram- 
mar school, does not stop learning 
unless he wishes to do so. He has 
two hours for five days in the week 
to continue learning about any 
branch of the tree he takes a fancy 
to sit on. Don’t tell me that he is 
too tired after working all day, to 
study lessons, I use the word study 
reluctantly; I never use it if I can 
help it. nly genteel American folks 
use it and I must follow the fashion. 
Our schoolmaster in Scotland never 
said study—when he saw us careless 
or trifling he said, “Attend to your 
work, boys.” 

I allow the boy all Saturday after- 
noon for baseball, skating, hockey or 
any kind of outdoor sport he likes 
and all Sunday for Sunday school 
and church and rest. 

Well, that gives ten hours every 
week for study. I feel sure that the 
boys at the high school don’t give 
more than two hours a day to get 
their diploma, and the boy at the 
factory, if he wishes to be a scholar, 
will qualify himself to be ready to 
stand an examination for a high 
school diploma. There is the even- 
ing school open for him and there is 
not a clergyman of any of our 
churches but would have pleasure in 
helping the ambitious boy and assist- 
ing him in every way possible. 

Man is a gregarious animal and I 
am not forgetting that the lack of 
association with boys of his own age, 
which is a prime part of our school 
and college life, may be a loss. A 
great deal depends on the home life; 
the father, and especially the mother, 
have to be the substitutes for the 
chums at school. A little table, a 
few good books of his own, even if 
the bookcase be an old soapbox, a 
quiet, neat little room of his own, 
and the getting into the habit of en- 
joying himself at home (instead of 
loitering at the corners of the streets 
till midnight, smoking cigarettes, 
ruining his lungs, his stomach and 
his will power) are all that is re- 
quired as a workshop. 

Many men today who did not even 
have a grammar school diploma and 
who went to work before they were 
twelve years of age, are leading men 
in the country. I knew a young man 
over twenty years of age who could 
not sign his own name, who after 
working twelve hours a day went to 
an evening school. He is today the 
head of a large manufacturing con- 
cern and has a salary of $10,000 a 
year. I do not say that he was all 
the better for missing a grammar 
school or high school education, but 
he had brains and learned thoroughly 
what he did learn and had a mother, 


a widow, who looked after her boy. 
Time would fail me to tell of the suc- 
cessful men I know who, at an even- 
ing school after the day’s work, have 
by sheer determination risen to be 
the leading men in Scotland, India, 
Brazil and China. The last time I 
was in Scotland I had a drive in a 
gentleman’s carriage. There was a 
coachman with the regulation hat 
and cockade and a footman to open 
the carriage door. We were passing 
an old farmhouse and my friend told 
the coachman to draw up at the door. 
We went into the house and found 
an old man sitting in his armchair 
on one side of the fire and his wife 
sitting beside him knitting a stock- 
ing. We got a glass of milk and my 
friend laid ‘down a gold piece on the 
table as payment. He told me that 
as a boy he herded the cows on the 
farm and got exactly $1.25 for his 
year’s work, and he never passed the 
old place without looking in to see 
his old master and mistress, After 
his farm work he went to a factory 
to learn to be a machinist and went 
to an evening school where he soon 
learned to be a good draughtsman. 
The master mechanic grew old and 
retired and he got his job; in a few 
years the superintendent went to 
India and he got his place—from one 
thing to another he became propri- 
etor of the place and by his will left 
to his wife and family enough. to 
keep them comfortably, and to a 
hospital . fifty thousand dollars. I 
don’t mean to say that every boy at 
a factory will be able to do as my 
friend did. The race is not always 
to the swift, yet if you do not enter 
the race and train for it there is no 
chance of winning. 


I do not expect to put on old head 
on young shoulders, yet at the same 
time I wish to tell all our boys at 
factories to improve their oppor- 


tunities and not to be discouraged 


because they are not at college. 
After all it is the happy home life 
that makes the world worth living 
in, and a home does not necessarily 
require fine furniture and Smyrna 
rugs and Brussels carpets, neither 
does it require to be in a fashionable 
street. The right kind of mother 
makes home, be it ever so humble, 
a happy place for her bairns, 
he boy who brings home his en- 
velope with his week’s pay and gives 
it to. his mother, and who rises in 
the morning and lights the fire is a 


gentleman, while the boy at Har-| 
vard who gets one hundred dollars | 
every month from his father and | 


shirks from his lessons is a snob, It 
is as true today as it was. when 
Shakespeare said it, “Good name in 
man or woman is the immediate 
jewel of the soul.”
